IGNORANCE OR TRICKERY? 


WHAT PROTECTION COOT*. 


Government reports show im- 


ports of m?at and dairy porduets 
for the year ending June 30. 1911. 
to have amounted to something 
more than three million dollars in 
value. Now the Republican Na- 
tional Committee states, through 
Chairman llilies and Seeretary 
Reyiiolds that the duties collected 
011 these imports at the custom 
house were all that the tariff on 
meats cost American consumers.. 
Without tiikiug into consideration 
commissions to custom house bro- 
kers and profits on duties, the 
tariff on meats cost consumers far 
more than the comparatively small 
amount paid at the custom house. 
The amount of the duty is not on- 
ly added to the price 01 imported 
meats, but causes an increase in 
rhe price of the domestic article 
also. The extent to which this oc- 
curs in the case of meats is shown 
by the fact that American sirloin 
sold in the London market for 19 
cents at the same time that it sold 
for 28 cents in New York. 


Accoixling to census the pro- 


duet of the American meat pack- 
iug industry for 1909 was over 
1.300 millions in value or about 
one hundred times the value of 
meat importations for the year 
ending June 30. 1911. 
Some or 


this was exported, but the greater 
part was consumed in this" coun- 
try, and on all that was consumed 
here the American people paid a 
tax to the Beef Trust that would 
not have been imposed or collect- 
ed but for the tariff on imported 
meats. The amount of this tax to 
private corporations cannot be ac- 
curately figured, but it is certain- 
ly many times more than the 
cirnount of duties on meats col- 
lected at the custom house. It is 
probably as much as the earning 
power of American consumers will 
permit. 


What consumers pay in exorbi- 


tant prices for American meats 
while enormous, is but a small pan 
of what protection costs the Am- 
erican people. A similar showing 
can be made with other protect- 
ed commodities. 


The high tariff advocates claim 


that the amount of the duties that 
go into the public treasury is the 
whole cost of the tariff to the 
American people, when it is in fact 
but a very small part. The tariff 
enables trusts to form and to in- 
flate prices of domestic goods. In 
the increased price of these goods 
it is levying a tax on the wages of 
labor that is many times greater 
than the S3.46 s. head that goes 
into the public treasury. 


*•' In figuring the total eovt of pro- 
tection to be but the amount paid i 
At the custom house Mr. Hilles and 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee were either aware of the ab- 
surdity of their logic or they were 
not.

PROTECTIONIST ABSURDITY. 


Protectionist logic is an amus- 


ing thing, or would be if it difl not 
have such serious consequences. 
Here are Charles D. Hilles. chair- 
man of the Republican National 
Committee and Frank B. Rey- 
nolds secretary, publicly declaring 
that the protective tariff only 
eosts the American people $3.46 
a head per annum. Even if cor- 
rect, that figure would mean 
$17.30 a year for each family of 
five, quite a heavy item in the 
budget of the average working- 
man. 
But the true figures are 


millions higher than that. Messrs. 
Hilles and Reynolds base their es- 
timate on the fact that there are 
93.000.000 people in the eountry 
and the government receipts from 
the tariff for the last fiscal year 
were 
but 
-$312.000.000. 
Their 


style of reasoning would lead to 
the conclusion that the higher the 
tariff the less it will cost, so that 
if rates were ma»le prohibitive the 
eo-jt to American people would 
bf reduced to what it would be 
umler absolute free trade. If no 
troods at all should be imported 
tJi^re would be nothing paid at 
*he custom house and that would 
be proof. aceor?lin« to rhe Ililles- 
Rc-ynold> style of logic, that in- 
terference of trade cause no es- 
pen>e to any one. Which is clear- 
ly absurd.

Some of the most im 
portant Washington correspondents are 
seated at tables, with reams of paper 
In front of them, pencils poised, ready 
to pounce upon the big sensations and 
to fully describe the important dis 
closures about the collection and mis- 
use of campaign funds. 


But they wait in vain. The men who 


collect'the money do not say they have 
been bribing voters. They tell how 
It has "gone Into legitimate channels. 
Tbe men who gave the money say they 
did not Intend to bribe administrations 
nor bny presidents. Of course it is 
fairly entertaining to have the big 
money men and the big politicians 
brought here and made to testify, but 
the sensations have not been forthcom- 
ing. 


Claiming the Senate, 


Democrats do not stop halfway. 


They not only feel sure of electing the 
president, but say that the house will 
be more largely Democratic than 'at 
present. Going further they say that 
the senate will be captured as a result 
of the fall elections. 


They do not have to go very far for 


the senate. The Republicans have only 
six majority now. They have gained 
one in Maine, but there are states 
where the issue may- be considered 
doubtful. Oregon, JCew Jersey, Mon- 
tana, South Dakota and Colorado offer 
conditions which may mean Democrats 
In place of Republicans.

Some historians say ne 
was a fascinating daredevil. Others 
say be was merely a stupid ruffian.

He joined a gang of thieves and 


became their leader. 
Bnt he soon 


tired of associating with rascals of 
duller Drains than his own. 
More- 


over, their blunders or treachery 
might add to his own danger. So he 
left the gang after he had learned all 
the villainies Its members could 
teach him. 


Sometimes, In later days, he would 


employ one of his old comrades as an 
accomplice. But most of his crimes 
were committed single-handed.

became a highwayman and his name 
quickly spread terror throughout the 
whole countryside.
